You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House 
in  said  Town  on  Tuesday,  the  eig'hth  day  of  March  next, 
at  9:30  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following- 
subjects  : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  such  sums 
of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  Town  charges 
for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  distribute  blank  inventories  at  the  time  they 
appraise  property  to  be  taxed. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue 
subject  to  gates  and  bars  the  Town  road  beyond  the 
junction  of  the  road  leading  to  Henry  Harvey's,  known 
as  the  Binford  road. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  State  Aid 
Construction  on  North  Chatham  road,  and  raise  and 
appropriate  $500  for  said  purpose  to  match  $2000  from 
State.

REPORT   OF  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Chatham : 

The  schools  of  Chatham  are,  in  the  opinion  oi 
your  superintendent,  efficiently  directed  by  the  same  staff 
of  teachers  as  last  year.  There  have  been  no  unusual 
problems  or  circumstances,  and  the  attitude  of  jnipils 
in  all  school's  toward  their  work  and  toward  their  teach- 
ers is  worthy  of  favorable  comment. 

A  very  intcrestin;^  Ccntcnni;il  celcliraliiui  at  ihc 
Eastman  school  last  June  was  a  notable  event.  I'he  ex- 
ercises were  planned  by  Miss  Alice  Charles,  and  through 
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the  cooperation  of  many   co-workers,   an   excellent   pro- 
g'ram  was  presented. 

The  school  at  Green  Hill  is  now  so  small  that  it 
presents  a  real  difficulty  from  the  teaching-  point  of  view. 
Group  activities  are  impo.ssible  and  the  stimulus  that 
comes  from  competition  in  larger  classes  is  lacking-.  The 
teacher  is,  however,  handling  the  situation  with  success 
despite  the  handicaps. 

The  amount  of  the  per  capita  tax  for  next  year  is 
$76.  The  amount  promised  of  state  aid  from  the  equal- 
ization fund  is  $2,262.93.  The  equalized  valuation  of 
the  town  i.s  $207,560  and  the  tax  of  $5  a  thousand  amounts 
to  $1,037.80.
